SELF-DEPENDANCE AND ECONOMIT. 

" Tho application of the revenue is first 
touched upon, and those are, of course, 
pointed out a3 iipplicablo solely to the ne- 
cessary expensoK of tlio colony. It is then 
pointed out that tlie dopondiuicc of a colony 
on the Mother Country is most iidvcrse to 
its social and nionil woaUii ; ami that, as 
the Resources of the ricw territory are ap- 
piyKi'ntly so certain to prove vast an avail- 
able, it will be insisted that it would lio 
self-supnortiii^. Care is enjoined to keep 
iho expenses of the colony vrithin its in 
come." 

POPULAR SOVEBEIONTT. ' 

. "The question of future (>;ovcrniiicnt is 
then referred to — it being pointed out that 
the Governor's power to govern and lpj;is- 
lato- Ijotli, is only a temporary measure. 
Thoui;h the Govoriuncnt at li(ii*e is for tln^ 
time being, a Tory Government, it i.n in- 
sisted that without popuhir institutions, 
peace and ;»00(i order cannot long prevail -, 
and it is intimated that these sliould be 
adopted at the earliest moment practicable. 
It is swfif^csted, that so soon as a pcrinanont 
populati<jri, h<i\vover small, is settled on the 
soil, an \sseiubly s!i(;iil<l bo olceted ; and 
that even before this step is taken, thi-

Nearly a year ago he received instruction 
from the Colonial Secretary to introdftco free 
institutions without delay into British Col- 
ainbia;^ |)tit. pot even the shadow of them 
has yet made its appearance. Ho has not 
oven called a council of the Heads of Dc- 
piirtments, to consiilt what is best to do ibr 
tho coinitry — and to-day persists in ruliii;^ 
tliat (!(dony in tlie most arbitrary inanner. 
The disastrous consecjueiiees r.f wliiidi, is 
the lamentaljli! state iiitJwhieh the country 
has been plunged, ahnost irrctrioviibiy 
xuined. Sotting aside all consideration of 
the Bolfisli, grasping and illegal policy pur- 
aaed last year — since tho organization of the 
colony, and tho introduction of intelligent 
pentlcmeii into some of the deparinionts, 
ample opporttinity Ini'' been ollerod (<i in- 
duce him to call them together and consult 
on the waiit.s of tho tho country. Still 
no attempt has been made to ventilate 
the policy of the Government, nor to 
ask their opinion as to the course which 
seemed to them best otlculated to easuro 
the (tosperUy of the o«untry. Thio auto- 



cratic policy receives a stinging rebuke 
wlien it revieVs tho rccomuicndation of the 

Home Government to call on the miners to 
elect represcntiitivos to a general council, 
as a tenipoiary Legislature. The inference 
to be drawn is what we all to our cost know, 
that our present lawgiver's capacity is 
doubted; and that it.is viewed in Downing 
Street as not' dangerous to.mtroduco popu- 
lar sovereignty. And wiiy 7 Simply b^ 
there are siiificibnt constitutional checks to 
kill all mad le;;islaticn. If free institu- 
tions arc not established, we have no hopi^ 
for tlio country, — for after a year's trial, 
the unanimous verdict of tlie country is, 
that the gubernatoritd inconiljent is not 
qualified to dictate the policy of British 
Columbia. 

Governor Blaushord's Testimony before a 
Committee of the House of Oommons, Juno

. "Ohairman,] Do you think that the gold 
fields in'California had nothing to do with 
preventing settlers from going to Vancou- 
ver's Island, who niiglit otherwise have 
gone there? — I doubt it very much. 

Why BO? — I think that there were a 
great numy Englisliuien in Calibirnia, who 
after they had collected a little gold there 
would have, flpokcd. over to Vancouver's 
Island, as settlcirs, wishing to remain Brit- 
ish sub.iccts. 

Mr. Christy.] l^o you think that the dis- 
couraging accounts wdiieh came to this 
coiHitry from Vancouver's I.daiid, soon ai'teV 
your guing there niaterially operated against 
the colonisation of that Island '? — I never 
heard of it. 

Do you think that the accounts which 
were -known in Kngland, ]ierhaps from 
yourself, and from other iKMjplc, did iiuto])- 
erate as a discouragement to persons going 
out to settle in Vancouver s Island? — 1 
hardly think'BO ; they may have done si 
certainly, 

Mr, Grogan.] I understand you to suv 
that a gentleman of the name of Chancel- 
lor came to Vancouver's Island, on the part 
of some Englishmen, to look for' land? — 
That was his aeeount. 

And he failed to get any information suf- 
ficiently satislaetory to warrant their going 
there as Kngli.sh settlers? — Yes. 

Was not that a discouragement to those 
pettlers or would-he settlers to go there? — 
llc> went back to California, and I apprO' 
hi-nd that he would carry that account with 
him.

I Mr. Boebuek.] By what Colonial Mini s- 
jter wrre you appomted Governor? — By 
I Lord Grey. 

What previous h.iiowlpdge liiid ym of 
coloiUBation or colonial governmnenl ? — 
I had been in one two of the West India 
islands ; I had bben - jn'4}ritiBh Honduras, 
and I had been .in'India;Vi!rr . 



And \ipon the grouml of the ';.\puriiiece 
which you there gained, yoa thought that 
you would make a good governor ibr Viui- 
couvcr's Island ? — I saw no reason to believe 
the contrary. 

AVhen you got to Vancouver's I-^land, 
had yiui iinythiii;^ to do? — Very little in- 
deed, except to regulate the disputes be- 
tween the lludf ;;:i':-Buy Company's officers 
and their serviiiits. 

So that, in fact, so, far as government 
was concerned, you 'had no duties to per- 
form ?— None wliato'v'er, except as an ordi- 
nary ma;ristrnie. to decide the disputes 
iietweeii tlie Uadson's Bay Company's 
olhi-ers and servants. 

W'wi theie many of these disputes 7 — 
A great many. 

On what ground ? — Uiscontcnt among the 
servants. 

At being ill-trcatcd b_v the Company ? — 
They considered themselves ill-treated ; 
tluit they had heen brought out there under 
a delusion, and iiad been promised numy 
thinp which wcro not fulfilled. 

Did you investigate' these complaints? —

Did you find tliem at all well, founded Trrr 
Some were, and some were not ; there was 
a great deal of dissaisfaction among the 
peojilc. 

Was it well g;rouiided? — A good many 
complaints were. 

^\ hat was tho sort of complaints ; did 
they say that they wero promised land ? — 
Xo, they wcro not promised land, but they 
wero promised a great many comforts and 
eon\ enicnees, and were led to ex]icet a far 
more comt'ifl-talile life, iind higher wages 
than they received; but still they wcro all 
there under agreenuMit. 

So that, i;i fact, it was no colonj* at idl ?— 
It was nothing more than a fur trading 
post, or very little more. 

Was there niiy fur hunting on the iV 
land ? — A'ery little indeed. , 

Is thi? islam! I'apaljle of bearing wild 
animals lit for Imiitnig? — There is a goot! 
deal of game on it; deer. 

1 suppose it is a trading post? — It is 
more ot a trading post ; a depot for tho 
posts in the interior. 

As regards nay colonisation of tho island 
there was no :ittem]it luitde fjn the part of 
the Company to do that? — \'ery little in- 
deed ; they brought over cattle from Oregon, 
and they had cultivated a little land round 
the fort. 

But as far as their inilucnco wont it pro- 
hibited colouieation ? — I should say that it 
did. 

Viscount Goderich,] Can you give the 
Committee anv more details ns to the 
state of the Lillians on the island; and the 
iiioile of the Cnmpaiiy in dealing with 
them? — The Indians were always very 
kindly tri lUed by tlie Hudson's Hay Com- 
pany. 

'fherc were cases (I do not know whether 
they occurred while you there] of persons 
being murdered by Indians? — There were 
three men murderi'd while I was there; 
they had run away fmiii Fort Kii)iert. with 
the intention of getting on buani a vessel 
which was then taking in cuii!, m cniT\- it 
to California : thi^^e three nu n were mur- 
ilered a few miles from I'urt Kupcrt liy the 
hnlinns. i 

AVliat slepi- did yon iiikc in ciii,-i"|iicncc : 
was any jiunislunent iiillieted on the In- 
dians? — Soaio time afterw;irds there' -was a 
sloop of war there, tho "Daphne;" and 1. 
requested the Admiral on tho station to 
leavo her there for n short time, till I could j 
take some steps for ap|irehending those 1 
Indians. I 

i\lr. Itoebni'k.] You liMve been asked j 
what induced ymi to go oui : what induced j 
you to leavi' Viuicouver's Island? — Partly 
ill-health, and partly tho great C'cpenso 
which I was pift to, which 1 was certainly 
unprepared for. 

Had you any successor? — A smvessnr 
was not, appointed while 1 was there; Init 
I received a letter from the Hudson Bay 
ICdmpany, stdting that Mr. Douglas 'had 
btien recommoridcd W ' tho GoverunWrit' as' 



my successor, nnd they expected that ho 
would he an]3ointed Governor, 

Did you leave the island before he ar- 
riyed?^IIe was there at tJie time. I h'dui" 
lii'aicda council, tliat is to say, three mem- 
bers, which wn?, the smallest that could 
form a (iiiorum, of which I appointed him 
the senior meml,)er. 

Would any great mischief hiive hapjinned 
if there had bocn no Governor at all? — 
There would have been a great deal of 
qunrrellihc;.it'.wai^,npcii5ssary that somfs- 
body should be at the head; that'tliern 
should lie sotno kind of law on the island, 
and to enforce it. 

Was there not n Company's servant 
there ? — Yes, but there were jieiiple thero 
who were iiidependent of t he compiiny then, 
and they .would not take the law from him. 

Howwas justice >idteitiist:erdd':' wy'tlierb 
a recorder, or anybody to adminlste'r jus- 
tice? — I did it all myself; I had.'uormeahs 
of paving a recorder a salary ; ,there-iiwero 
no cnloiiiul funds. 

I suppose yon were not cognizant of tho 
law; you were not brought up to tho law 
were you ? — i had been called to the Bar,
